The ships could carry only light 
supplies, however, and snow-plows, 
sleds and trucks floundered on. 
Dy namite blasts shot snow and 
Ire high in the air after w inter’s 
barriers repulsed the plows. 
Four South 
Dakota communities 
— Red Owl, Twilight, Stonevllle and 
Fairpoint—were in a critical plight 
when the first ski-ship visited them. 
Another plane was loaded with 8 00 
pounds of food for a second trip. 
Ren aira Fo p Mach fn et 
Snow’ plows, trucks and tractors 
turned back once for repairs, bored 
on with greater supplies for them 
and for residents of Marcus, Opal, 
Murine, Mud Butte and Sulphur. 
A snowplow burrowed into Arpan,

The sit­ 
uation exists now' that has existed 
during the greater part of the cold 
weather, the cheaper coal goes first 
and customers cannot alway s buy 
the kind of coal 
they want, but 
there have been 
other grades to 
select from.

The 
greatest 
inconvenience 
to 
Sedalians, caused by the weather, 
is the w ater situation. In hundreds 
of homes 
there 
is 
no 
w ater 
be­ 
cause of frozen 
or broken w-ater 
pipes. With no w ater in the pipes 
there 
is 
danger 
of 
burning 
out 
coils by having two much fire in 
the furnace, and some homes there­ 
fore are unconifoi tably cold. 
In one section of the city , near 
Ninth and Engineer, there are a 
num ber of houses without water. A 
hose is attached to a pipe in the 
ground, near a corner, th e water 
runs continuously , and the neigh­ 
borhood folks, go to the hose with 
containers and carry it home. 
Varied Meth o d s Used 
Many and varied are the methods 
used to thaw' out the pipes. Plumb­ 
ers are so busy that there are hun­ 
dreds on waiting lists, and home 
remedies are resorted to. The tea 
kettle is used freq uently to pour 
hot water over the pipes. In one 
home the old fashioned iron was 
brought into service. It was heated, 
wrapped in a cloth, moved up and 
down over the piiie, and it w asn’t 
long until the water was running.

WASHINCTOX, 
Feb. 
15.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt tonight uncovered ft 
proposal for an extraordinary inter- 
American conference, encompassing 
20 Central and South American gov­ 


ernments and aimed “at permanent 
peace on this western continent.” 
In almost identical personal letters 
to the presidents of the various re­ 
publics, the chief executive suggest­ 
ed the parley be held at Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, at an early date. 
The cause of peace in tlie new world, 
he said, is a m atter of “ vital con­ 
cern.” 
‘‘These 
steps, 
furtherm ore,” 
he 
said, “ would advance the cause of 
world peace, inasmuch as the agree­ 
ments vviiich might be reached would 
supplement and reinforce the efforts 
of Hie League of Nations and of all 
other existing or future peace agen­ 
cies in seeking to prevent war.” 
A favorable response to Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s suggestion was generally con­ 
ceded. 
In fact, the staging of such 
a peace parley was virtually guar­ 
anteed in advance through informal 
soundings by the state department. 
The 
entire 
procodure, 
however, 
was extraordinary . 
The executive’s 
action in writing a direct letter to 
the 
heads 
of governments 
rather 
than moving througli customary dip­ 
lomatic channels, and his assertion 
the situation w arianted ‘‘a personal 
interchange of views between the 
presidents of the American repub­ 
lics,” stirred some speculation that 
he himself might attend the project­ 
ed conference. 
Hu ll Exp ected T o Atten d 
This conjecture drew no confirma­ 
tion from either the White House or 
state department. 
In informed q uar­ 
ters 
it 
w'as 
generally 
considered 
certain Secretary Hull would attend. 
In his various letters, the Presi­ 
dent particularly stressed the recent 
peaceful 
settlem ent 
of 
the 
long 
standing 
Chaco 
conflict 
between 
Bolivia and Paraguay , and added: 
“I cherish tlie sincere conviction 
tliat the moment has now arrived 
when 
the 
American 
republics, 
through their resignated representa­ 
tives seated at a common council 
table, should seize this altogether 
favorable 
opportunity 
to 
consider 
their joint responsibility and their 
common need of repdering less likely 
in the future the outbreak or the 
continuation of hostilities between 
them, and by so doing, serve in an 
eminently 
practical 
m anner 
the 
cause of perm anent peace on this 
western continent.” 
Mr. Roosevelt suggested tlu’ce pos­ 
sible avenues of approach to the 
problem by such a conference— the 
prompt ratification of Pan American 
peace instruments already negotiat­ 
ed; the am endm ent of such pacts: 
or the creation of new agreements. 
He then referred to the possible 
effect 
of such 
steps 
upon 
world 
peace, but did not elaborate his ret- 
erence to the League of Nations ajid 
“other 
existing 
or 
future 
peace 
agencies.” 
Tlie Roosevelt letters, sent by air 
mail, were dated January 30, but 
were withheld from publication until 
the White House was certain all li.ad 
reached their destination. 
It was slated officially that some 
replies already have been received 
but their contents were not announc­ 
ed. 
It was taken as a m atter r>t 
fact, however, the President would 
not have dispatched his formal com­ 
munications had he not been assured 
in advance they would be favorably 
received. 
Perfection 
of 
detailed 
arrange^ 
ments for the conference will await 
the formal replies and suggestions 
of tlie heads of the 20 Latin Ameri­ 
can governments.

to the bureau of air commerce to­ 
day by a former superintendent of 
maintenance, who gave the senate 
aircraft committee an account of 
alleged threats should he tell of 
bureau affairs. 
Prior to drawing a general pic­ 
ture of the bureau as inefficient, the 
witness, Jay A. Mount, w'as asked 
by Senator Clark (D. Mo.): 
“Have y ou been told that an ef­ 
fort 
to 
smear 
y our 
private 
life 
would be made should y ou testify 
before this committee?” 
“Yes sir, by Rex Martin,’* Mount 
answered. 
“That's a life,” Martin, assistant 
director of the bureau immediately 
shouted from his place in the rear 
of the packed committee room. 
It was made clear Mount had ap­ 
peared 
before the committee last 
summer. 
He subseq uently had been 
“asked to resign” even after Chair­ 
man Copeland (D. NY.) of the com­ 
mittee pleaded in Mount’s behalf to 
Secretary Roper. 
It was indicated 
the alleged threat w'as made w'ith 
reference to that appearance. 
Mount, w’ho told reporters he is 
unemploy ed, read off a long state­ 
ment on bureau affairs in fulfillment 
of a req uest made at the summer 
session by Senator 
Johnson 
(R. 
Calif). 
He said he had reached the con­ 
clusion the crash which snuffed out 
the lives of Cutting and four others 
near Macon, Mo., the night of May 
5. 19 35, “was the direct result of 
improper functioning of aids to air 
navigation installed and maintained 
by the department of commerce for 
the sole purpose of guiding pilots to 
safe landings under adverse weather 
conditions.”

“That the conditions which led to 
this accident are by no means con­ 
fined to the area in w'hich the crash 
occurred.

he said showed that in the past 
changes in signals and eq uipment 
had been made by the bureau, and 
aviators advised later, a practice he 
described as “hazardous.”

The farm er lives on the land. 
It is 


his. 
And he has the right to exclude from 


liis domain the sportsman in search of 
game. 


Game, however, can be made a valu­ 
able crop and a source of revenue to the 
farm er.

to pay liis taxes, at least. 


The program of the Ftestoration and 


conservation F’ederation of ^Missouri for 
the iiroteclion of w ildlife through a per­ 
manent conservation commission of four 
membeixs to he ap])ointed by the governor 
on a iioii-partisaii basis, xvill enable the 
state to cooperate with the faiTner in pre­ 
venting trespass on his property. 


This, of couiTiv i.s most important.

have protection for iiis game crop against 
trespassing hunters is as essential as to 
have protection for liis livestock or any 
other eroj) against theft.
